It has indeed prov'd 


the Occaſion-of New Glory and Splen- 


dour, what our Enemies deſign'd to be 
its total Deſtruction; but how comes a 
Day to be the leſs remarkable for having 


one of the | Bleſſings, and one of 
Judgments, on a City that 
can be, joyn'd together in the Obſervation

Have we indeed no more to do with a

leaſt imaginable Hope to a lurking Jeſaite 
or Prieſt, whoſe Pen and Ink is now im- 
ploy'd to much the ſame Purpoſes as 
their Fire-balls of old ; the leaſt imagina- 
ble Hope, I ſay, of any Succeſs in ſo pre- 
poſterous an Attempt. | 
We find -our Religion, our Liberties, 
our Lives and Beings, and all that ren- 
ders them comfortable, are not irrecove- 
rably buried in the Duſt and Rubbiſh of 
an overwhelm'd City, and ſhall we not 
once in a Year ſolemnly ſay over them, 
Aire they not as Brands pluck'd out of the 
HBarning?

down to all the wanton and enormous 
Conſequences of thoſe. Under pretence 
of ſtanding clear of the Hypocriſie char- 
ged upon the former Times, Religion 
muſt not be ſo much as pretended to, and 
ſo Men grew wicked as it were upon 
Principle, and to be in faſhion. 

The ſudgments of GOD could not be 
far off from ſuch a People; Plague, Peſti- 
lence, and Sword had gone before, and 
next comes the Fire. 
And yet, not Fire and Brimſtone; not 
immediately out of Heaven from the 
Lord ; not ſuch as deſtroy'd all at once, 
and turn'd the Place of our City into a 
Lake like that of Sodom and Gomorrah, 
but a gradual and ſpreading Flame : 
Fire, the proper Emblem of the Divine 
Wrath! a Fire that turn'd our City into 
a Dunghill, our Habitations into Rub- 
biſh, our Eſtates into Poverty and Beg- 
gary, our Aﬀairs and Trade, for a time, 
into Confuſion and general Diſtraction, |

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great a Villany, we muſt enquire (as Ci. 
cero did with reſpect to Cataline's Plot) 
for whoſe Benefit and Advantage could 
it be, to have the trading, * 
moſt Proteſtant Part of a Nation ſo hum- 
bled and brought low, to have the Pro- 
teſtant Intereſt receive ſo great a Blow? 
Who were molt induſtrious to enquire in- 
to, and detect, this Branch of the Plot? 
Who were moſt offended and uneaſie at 
the Diligence us'd that way ? Who pro- 
phecy' d of it before it was done? Who 
gain'd, or who ſuffer'd moſt in the Cala- 
mity, and rejoyc'd over it? Who order'd 
the Inſcription of it to be ſtruck out of the 
Monument? and, Who put it inagain ? 
Theſe Queries lead us directly to the 
Emiſſaries of France and Rome, our here-

ſider, fa „ how cunningly *twas carried 
on, how E counterplotted, 
Bs involv'd, all the Artifices of 
Diſguiſe, for which they are ſo famous, 
exerted, to fallify the Scent, and derive 
upon others the Odium of their Guilt; 
and that theſe very Methods have alſo 
themſelves; help'd to detect the true Au- 
thors; we have Reaſon to ſay of this Day 
as the Iſraelites of. their Exodus, or rhe 


Jews of their Pur Im, that 18 4 Day much 
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Unh pieſt of all Religions, Popery!

Death; when Men were afraid of the 
"Terror by Night, and of the unſeen Arrow 


that flies by Day; the Peſtilence that walketh

glorious condition, and a more noble form, 
more elegant to the View, more ſecure 
from any Attempts of the like nature: not 
ſo much as the Scars of the old burning 
Ruins to diſgrace the Publick, however 
ſome Private Perſons may yet feel the Ef- 
fects of that Devaſtation. The old Build- 
iy that remain do'not only now ſhew us 
where it was the Fire ſtopt, and that b 

no viſible Hand, for the Flames had full 
liberty to go on, as they had already over- 
come all oppoſition; but withal they ſhow 
the difference between Old and New Lon. 
don: They ſhow, that in this Reſurrection 


of our City, like that of our Bodies, the 


Qualities are ſo muchalter'd, that we may 
reckon this Day's Deſolation to be to our 
City what Death is to our Bodies, the put- 
1 its former Inconveniences, Weak- 
neſs, and Deformity, to ariſe with greater 
Glory, Strength, and Perfection. 

And that in ſo little a time, which was 
as wonderful as the Judgment was terri- 
ple; that, in Three Years time, we ſhould 
be able to finiſh what was ſuppos'd to be 
the Work of an Age; nay, which was al- 
moſt deſpair'd of being ever accompliſh'd.

deliver'd from the ſame Adverſaries by 
the late Happy Revolution, a later Mercy, 
without which it would have. been, very 
much in vain that we had furviv'd the for- 
mer: We ſhould have been preſerv'd on- 
ly to prove, that there could come a Time 
wherein We could be more miſerable than 
any of the former Judgments could make 
us; we had been as Branaspluck'd, out of 
one Fire only to be conſum' d in another. 
- This Proverbial Speech of a Brand'plackt 
out of the Burning, can never be better ap- 
ply'd than to theſe Deliverances, as it ſig- 
nifies both the Nearzeſs of our Danger, 
and the Suddenneſs of the Reſcue, 


The Nearneſs of the Danger, as à Brand 
in the Burning is near conſuming, 


Our Laws were all-null and void at once 


by a Diſpenſing Power and an Arbitrary 
Prerogative, utterly unakin to our Crown. 


Our Liberties, which had no other ſub- 
ſiſtence than what the Laws gave em, 
were expiring with them, Our Parlia- 

ments would have been but as ſo many 
Images, to be acted at their Will and Plea- 
ſure who held the Wires.

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was the Thing devoted to Extirpation; 

our Lives and Properties we once appre- 

hended to be of no longer duration than 

till the Word was given to fall on. Ariſe 

Peter, kill and eat, would (no doubt) have 

been eaſily prov'd a Part of St. Peter's 

Commiſſion, and was a Text that would 

as well demonſtrate the Divine Right of 
maſlacreing in S. Peter's Succeſſors, as ſome 

others are made uſe of, to ſhew the Divine 

Right of Tyranny in the State. To thee I 
give the Keys, &c. was ſaid upon Earth, 

and is a meer Figurative Speech too, and 

capable of different ſences, and yet how 

many fine Powers, Palaces, Rights, Pre- 
rogatives, Immunities, and Riches, how 

many bloody and barbarous Uſurpations, 
have been interpreted out of thoſe words?

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lieve our own Eyes: We were like thoſe that 
dread when God turn'd the Captivity of 
Zion. But to return to the Affair of this 
Day ; ſuch a Review as this will afford us 
two or three ſerious Reflections. 

1. The recollection of this Day teaches 

us the folly of depending upon any thing in this 
Life; of truſting to, and placing our Happi- 
neſs in, any Condition of Comfort whatever in 
this World, 
How precarious are private Eſtates, when 
whole Cities can be deſtroy*d, and the Ri- 
ches of a Nation tale to themſelves Wings, 
and fly away !

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An eminent Perſon, who was preſent to

Place where his own Houſe ſtood, —* Alas, 
* ſays he, how fooliſh is it to ſpend all our 
precious 1: in gaining that only which 
© we may loſe in one Hour! Surely *tis 
© worth while to ſecure that which can 
© neyer be loſt. — See how that noble Pile 
has fallen into the burning Ruins !——The 
Heat grows inſufferable, the People are 


forc'd at a diſtance: —* Well, if none can 


come near the Heat of this Fire, which is 
© but of ſuch an extent, and can't laſt al- 
© ways, who then can dwell with Everlaſting 
© Burnings? What Madneſs will it be to go 
on ſinning wiltully againſt that GOD 
© who is 4 Conſuming Fire ! Infinitely more 
dreadful than this, or any can poſſibly be? 
This is call'd he Dreadful Fire of London, 

but *tis not the unquenchable Fire of Hell. 
*Tis yet a more dreadful thing to, fall into 
the Hands of a living GOD.——The rattling 
Noiſe draws his Eyes to another Quarter; 
and as he look*d on, down falls another 
ſtately Building, with a loud-craſh and diſ- 
mal noiſe; Smoak, Flame, Sparks and Duft 
in mix'd confuſion aſcend in triumph over 


the ruins and abaſement of worldly Gran- 


deur; — Farewell then, ſays he, ye de-

2. We ſhould remember, GOD can do 

as much again at any time, if we provoke 
Him to it: The ſame Sins can bring the 
ſame Judgments, They are not-our Brick 
Buildings, nor the magnificent ſtatelineſs 
of Streets, and our Tnſorance-Offes that 
can be a Security againſt the enkindled 
Anger of G O D: The Mountains quake at 
him, and the Hills melt, and the Earth is burnt 
at his Preſence ; yea, the World, and all that 
nation? Who can abide in the fierceneſs of his 
Anger! When his Fury is pour'd out like Fire, 
the Rocks are thrown down by him. "The great 
Storm ſhook your Houſes over you, and 
the late Earthquake ſhook the Ground un- 
der you, and either of theſe can make as 
quick work with your Brick Houſes, as the 
Fire could do with thoſe of Wood : Or, He 
can let your Houſes ſtand, but remove you 
out of them by Plague, Peſtilence, or Fa- 
min, or the Sword of an Enemy, in con- 
junction with the Treachery of falſe 
Friends.

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This Day is an Annual Admonition, Sin 
uo more, leſt a worſe thing comes unto you, 
Can you ask me what can be worſe than 
this dreadful Fire? Unleſs you forget how 
much that Fire left you, and how certain 
it is, that the Enemies I mean will leave 

you nothing at all. 

G OD has dealt with this Nation by a 
wonderful Variety of Judgments: We 
have had Civil Wars, that have turn'd the 
Swords of this valiant Narion into each 
others Bowels : We have had a long con- 
tinuance of Foreign Wars, which, tho? they 
have been a Judgment, as War muſt needs 
be, tis yet a Mercy they have been foreigy. 
Waſting Plagues have turn'd our City into 
a Golgotha, and made almoſt every place a 
Place of Skull, The Fire has deſtroy'd our 
City, and the Enemy cry'd, Raze it, raze it 
to the very Ground, An Earthquake has 

threatned to ſſing us out of the Earth, and 
one half. minute more had done it. A 
Storm of Wind has made Ravage among 
our Ships, Houſes, and Trees, with the loſs

in the words of diſtreſſed Sampſon, GOD's 
departing from us, and the Philiſtine coming 
upon us. If GOD ſhould abandon us to the 
Conſequences of our paſt Follies, and our 


preſent Infatuation, and give us into the 


power of them that hate our Religion and 
Liberties, the Miſeries of this would be as 
much beyond all we have formerly felt, 
put together, as it can be better to fall in- 
10 the Hands of Gop rather than Man, ſuch 
Men whoſe tender Mercies are cruel. But, 
3. Let us look back upon Paſt Judgments, 
fo as to prevent Future ones.

what we ſo rightly remember. GOD will 
not fuffer himſelf to be forgotten, and ba- 
niſh'd out of his own World, or ill treated 
in it, not always, If we are of the Tem- 
per of thoſe Lactantius ſpeaks of, Who

[ant )remember'd GQD no longer than his 


Hand was upon 'em, what mult follow, 
but that our Memories be rub'd up by 


frequent Judgments, {ince thoſe that are 
pa 


are ſuffer d to be forgotten? But is it 
not a much cheaper way to take our Leſ- 
ſons from old Judgments, than to draw 
down new ones? to obtain the benefit of 


to 
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to grow religious, wiſe, and happy at the 
Coſt of our Forefathers ? This would be 
the beſt Inſurance to Houſes that could 
be, and would include not only our Hou- 
ſes, but our Lives, our Souls, National Fe- 
licity, and Eternal Happineſs. 


4. Let us look forward to the greater Fire, 


that ſhall burn down not only London, bat all 
the Cities in England, all the Cities in the 
World, all the World itfelf. 

When all the Earth ſhall be one great 
Fire-ball, one univerſal Blaze, how intenſe 
muſt that Heat be! how compleat the De- 
ſtruction of every thing upon the face of 
the Earth, that we are now moſt apt to be 
fond of ! Eſtates, Lordſhips, Thrones, and 
Kingdoms, how will they melt away, and 
together with them the Hearts of thoſe 
poor Creatures who have had nothing elſe 
to truſt to! A juſt Deſcription of the Hor- 
rour of this Conflagration, and of the piti- 
ful Figure that the Wicked ſhall make at 


that Day, are equally impoſſible ; we have 


no Reſemblances of a ſize any way pro- 
portionable: Cities in Flames, and burn- 


ing Mountains, are little things to a whole 


Earth on fire; as the Mark of tna upon 
a Map compar'd with the Mountain itſelf. 


All the Waters of the Rivers, Fountains, 


Lakes, and Seas ſhall not quench this Fire, 
no, nor could Noah's Flood doit ; the Wa- 
ters 
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ters themſelves ſhall be burnt up, and the 
Windows of Heaven, that before were o- 
pen'd to pour down the Flood, ſhall them- 
{elves be all on fire; the Heavens being on 
fire, ſhall be diſſolv'd, and the Element melt 
with fervent Heat. | 
Philoſophers have been inquiſitive whence 
the Waters of the Food came, and whence 
the Fire of the future Conflagration muſt 
come ; let them be curious, but modeſt ; 
The Scripture-Philoſophy aſſures us, that 
they both come from the ſame Treaſury, 
the Infinite Power of Gon: Mhen He is an- 
gry the Earth trembles and quakes, the Springs 
of Water are ſeen, and the Foundations of the 
World are diſcover d, At the Chiding of the 
Lord, and the blaſting of the Breath of his Diſ- 
pleaſure, there ſhall go a Fire before him, and 
barn up his Enemies on every ſide. Hu Light- 
ning enlightned the World, the Earth ſaw, and 
trembled, the Hills melted like Wax at the Pre- 
ſence of the Lord, at the Preſence of the Lord of 
the whole Earth, We are looking for, and haſt= 
ning to the coming of the Day of the Lord, which 
ſoal come 45 a Thief in the Night, in which the 
Heavens ſhall paſs away with a great noiſe, aud
